and the last ueard from them was a 
threat from the leader, Berry 
Simp- 


son, to return here, distribute whisky 
to the" 500 or more miners and burn 
the town.

their sympathizers from

Harry Campbell, a substitute operator 
at police headquarters, was shot and 
killed Christmas eve, by Harry Hil-

About 6 o'clocK a married sister of 


Hiiiiard's came rushing 
into police 


headquarters -and requested the ser- 
vices of £n officer, claiming that her 
brother was beating their 
mother, 


and had been acting mean all after- 
noon. 
Officer Cami.ibell, 
who 
was 


chang-ing his clothes for duty, was •as- 
signed to acconiipany tiie woman to 
the house, 103 "West Rich street. 


•H lliards was standing in the front 


yard with a shotgum under his arm. 
Campbell d'.d not hesitate and started 
to enter the premises TO arrert Hii- 
liards. Xo sooner h'ad he got inside 
the gate than Hiiliards ra'.sed Ms gun 
and fired- The charge took effect in 
Campbell's heart, ana he fell to the 
ground without a mrarmur.

CAN PEIIIONS FOR 


LOCAL OPTION BE 


PROVEN INVALID ? 


Columbus, O., Dec. 26.—-'Co'nsider- 


able inquiry is made here regarding 
the reason why the suit instituted 
by the "wets" of Newark to con- 
test the legality of the local option 
election recently held in Licking 
county, was withdrawn. 'A number 
of counties and cities were becoming 
interested 
because 
the 
question 


raised in Newark was understood*to 
be different from that raised in the 
other cities where contests had been 
instituted-—that is, that the validi- 
ty of the petition was the ground 
for tb,e contest. It was alleged that 
many signatures to 'the 
petition 


were not genuine. 
But to be suc- 


cessful in the contest the "wets" 
would have been required to show 
that over 400 of the signatures were 
fraudulent or unauthorized. 


It is understood here that the at- 


torneys for the "drys" began the 
work of defense by preparing to 
subpoena hundreds of witnesses fr6m 
all over the. county which would 
have made the total of the costs in 
the case so great* that the "wets" 
•were unable to put up a bond large 
enough to secure the costs. 


With such an obstacle that can 


be put in the way of such a con- 
test it is not likely that any other 
county will make the effort to test 
the genuineness of the local option 
petitions.
